. gambling in Lake County in 
the late 1940's, an investiga- 

. tion prompted by circulation 
drives conducted by Chicago 
newspapers. \ 

This investigation provid- 
' ed 'its moments of drama and 
comedy like the day one of 
the leading gaming figures 
tried to escape news photog- 
raphers by covering his head 
with a garbage can lid thus 
proyiding a natural caption
